Rate Raise.

In a separate order the commission 
authorized an increase of Evanston 
surface line fares from 6-.to 7 cents.

granted May 1. 

Earlier in the day the commission 
ordered the Chicago Surface lines to 
purchase $2,000,000 worth of equip- 
ment annually and directed that 8 per 
cent of the company’s gross receipts, 
which, under the contract ordinances 
with the city, has been placed in the 
depreciation and renewal fund, be 
used to buy the new cars and trailers. 


Granted on Petition’ of June 274. 

The increases in elevated fares are 
granted on the companies’ petition, 
filed June 24, declaring that additional 
revenue was necessary to meet the 
blanket wage increases, averaging 15 
cents an hour, which went into effect 
June 1. The petition set the cost of\ 
increases at $1,756,512. 

“"The new order is temporary. A final 

order will be entered in October, when 
the valuation proceedings which have 
been going on for nearly a y are 
completed. 

In fixing the new fares the commis- 
sion refused -to consider the $163,649 
spent by the companies in the valua- 
tion proceedings, as operating’ ex- 
penses. Income taxes amounting to 
$50,000 paid in 1919 also were excluded. 

The commission was unanimous in 
fixing the increased fares, according to 
Chairman James H. Wilkerson. 


Roads Entitled to Relief. 


“That petitioners are entitled to the 
financial relief hereinafter authorized 
is beyond question,” the order reads in 
part. 

*“ Results of operation under the in- 
creased fares, heretofore authorized by 
the commission, clearly show that the 
relief thus granted has been the mini- 
mum that could escape a judgment of 
confiscation in our courts. 

“In no case have the advanced fares 
thus authorized produced a rate¢ of re- 
turn which any court would consider 
reasonable on the least possible value 
which could be assigned to the proper- 
ties. 
“The recent large wage increase 
is a. burden greater than the com- 
panies can bear without assistance, 
and it seems plain that they could 
not reasonably be asked to wait for 
further relief until such time as the 
issues in this case have been finally 
decided.” 

$13,945,000 Expenses m Year. 

The order estimated that during the 
next twelve months $1,400,000 will be 
required for maintenance of way and 
structures, $1,450,000 for maintenance 
of equipment; $1,360,000 for power: 
$7,575,000 for conducting transportation 
and for other expenses, including rent- 
als, licenses, and taxes; $3,160,000—a 
total of $13,945,600 for expenses. 

The number of passengers which will 
be carried is estimajed at 190,000,000 
and fares from these ngers and 
other revenues will permit the com- 
panies to earn $17,570,000. 

Deducting expenses from earnings, 
$3,625,000 will be available for depre- 
ciation end return on the investment. 

5.1 Per Cent Return. 

“Making no allowance for the de- 
preciation annually accruing in the 
properties, this sum, $3,625,000, is 
equivalent to a rate of return of 5.1 
per cent upon the value of the roads, 
$70,943,020, fixed by the city council 
Aug. 14, 1918,” the finding continues. _ 

Appended to the order is a con- 
solidated income statement showing 
that on the basis of the $70,943,020 
valuation the highest return on the 
investment during the last five years, 
was 5.01 per cent, without deducting 
anything for depreciation.

ALLOWED 


Passengers to Share 
Levy with Freight.

Washington, D. July 31.—[Spe- 
cial.]~-The greatest single advance of 
transportation rates in the history of 
government reguiation was granted te 
the railroads of the United States in a 
unanimous order of e interstate 
commerce commission today. The 
award will increase the annual reve- 
nue of the roads by about a billion 
and one-half. 

The increases in rates, allowed to 
enable the roads to meet the increased 
cost of operation produced by the war, 
partly to rehabilitate and expand 
equipment nad to finance the recent 
$618,000,000 employés’ wage raise, are? 

Western freight rates, 35 per cent. 

Eastern freight rates, 40 per cent. 

Mountain Pacific freight rates, 25 per 
cent. 4 

Southern freight rates, 25 per cent. 

Milk rates, 20 per cent. 

All passenger fares, 20 per cent.. 

Excess baggage charges, 20 per cent. 

Pullman sleeping and parlor car 
rates, 50 per cent surcharge. 

All Demands Allowed. 

The railroads were given substan- 

tially all the increase in rates they had 


requested to enable them to earn the 
5% per cent for service and an addi- 


tio . t for ‘im- 
6 per cent provided by the transporta- 
tion act. The roads will put the in- 
creased rates into effect by Sept. 1, 
when the six months’ government 
guarantee period expires. 

“In view of the existing situation,” 
says the commission, “it is important 
that the increased rates be made ef- 
fective at as early a date as prac- 
ticable. The increases herein approved 
may be made effective upon not less i 
than five days’ notice to the comimuis-4 
sion and to the general public by fling ~ 
and posting in the manner prescribed 
in the interstate commerce act. 

“The authority herein granted will 
not apply to any rates, fares, or 
charges filed with this commission to 
become effective later than Jan. 1, 1921. 

“Most of the factors with which we 
are dealing are constantly changing. 
It is impossible to forecast with any 
degree of certainty what the volume of 
traffic will be. 

Price Level Changing. 

“The general price level is chang- 
ing from month to month and from 
day to day. It is impracticable at this 
time to adjust all of the rates on indi- 
vidual corhmodities. The rates to be 
established on the basis hereinbefore 
approved must necessarily be ‘subject 
to such readjustments as the facts 
may warrant. It is conceded by [the - 
carriers that readjustments will be 
necessary. It is expected that shippers 
will take these matters up in the first 
instance with the carriers and the lat- 
ter will be expected to deal promply 
and effectively therewith, to the end 
that necessary readjustments may be 
made in as many instances as prac- 
ticable without appeal to us.” 

Opinion of Commission. 

The commission's conclusion as to 
to general incheases follows: 

“We are of opinion and find that

Lundin, Thompson's manipu- 
lator, is not in the business to promote individual 
candidacies and elect independent men. He is in 
the business to advance biddable men and elect yes. 
men. 

The yes men take orders. They do nét give 
them. Lundin is as sympathetic to independence 
as Lenin is. Small is Lundin’s yes man or he would 
not be Thompson’s candidate. If Small were gov- 
ernor, Lundin would sit in the executive office, 
with Thompson at his side. 

These two would control state affairs just as 
they control city: affairs. Gov. Lowden says that 
Thompson attracted to his organization all the ele- 


x ments of disloyalty and discontent in the city and’ 


with them built up a Tammany. 


New York Tammany never was successful in 
getting outside New York City, and probably Chi- 
cago’s Tammany will not be successful in getting 
outside of Chicago. We have it here, and it is hard 
to dislodge, but it will be hard for it to spread if 
Illinois is half as fearful of Chicago city govern- 
ment as it seems to be of Chicago city people. 


We have it here because when Thompson was 
first a candidate he made a good appearance and 
good prornises. 
been good, but there was reason to believe that he 
might make a good mayor. He was of old Chicago 
stock and had been associated with fine manly 
American enterprises and sports. There was some- 
thing of the Roosevelt suggestion in Thompson's 
personal activities, but there was no Roosevelt 
fiber in Bill.

BRITAIN OILS THE WHEELS OF 
PROGRESS. 


Owners of some 7,600,006 motor vehicles in the 
United States out of a world’s total estimated at 
8,000,000 should have a keen personal interest in 
any news affecting the supply and price of gasoline. 
The news that the British government, through the 
newly formed North Persia Oils company, has ne- 
gotiated a deal with the Persian government for 
the development of the oil fields of the five prov: 
inces on the Caspian sea is of vital significance. 
This development will give Britain control df the 
entire petroleum output of Persia. England's fore- 
sight is worthy of imitation. 


The United States needs reserves of oll even more 
than England. Ninety per cent of the world’s in- 
ternal combustion engines are now in use here. 
Our shipping board's requirement for fuel oil in 
19°9 is put at 50,000,000 barrels, and for 1921 at 
70,000,000 barrels. An ultimate increase of at least 
4,000,000 motor vehicles in this country is expect- 
ed. The supremacy of oil over any other fuel for 
motive power, and hence for both war and com: 
merce, is constantly increasing. With all these 
factors to be considered the importance of Britain's 
steady «xtension of oi] interests throughout the 
world can be readily understood. 

The recent war has proved that oil] and gasoline 
are indispensable td military success. Ludendorff 
has written: “We would not Have been able to ex- 
ist, much less carry on the war, without Rouma- 
nia’s oil.” England's greatest fear of defeat cam® 
with the danger of interference with her supply 
of oil from Mexico. Commercial and military suc- 
cess, domestic prosperity and peace, appear equal- 
ly Jependent upon ojl resources. Great Britain 
sees that point plainly. i | 

In Mesopotamia, and throughout Persia now, the 
British control “appears absolute. The situation 
is such that even if the country eventually were 
thrown open to development other nationals would 
be unable to compete. In India only British com- 
panies are now permitted to operate. The Egyp- 
tian fleld, the Trinidad field, and fields in various 


British nationals, on the’ other hand, can 
operate on the same terms as Americans in Amer- 
‘Ica. 

: While this situation obtains in the development 
of the world’s oil resources, our production is fall- 
ing steadily farther below our consumption. While 
we consume 80 per cent of the world’s output, we 
are producing now approximately 60 per cent. We 
must provide for the future. Britain is acting 
within her rights, and acting wisely. It is equally 
the part of right and wisdom for the United States 
to extend development and control of oil resources 
in countries still open to us. 

The oil shale deposits of the United States may 
some day solve the problem, but that solution 
promises to be slow. In the meantime we should 
encourage provision of oil resources outside our 
own boundaries. The future of our motor indus- 
try, the future of our merchant marine, the future 
of our army and navy, the future of our nation, 
are involved. ( 


OUR WAR IN PEACE. 


Mr. Harding’s foreign policy begins with the 
promise to recognize a fact. The fact is that we 
are not at war with Germany. Peacé does not have 


nized as_ existent. “ 


nee Austria, and the United States, at war 
by Wilsonian @onception, are about the only na- 
tions which were in the war and which are now at 
war in theory and at peace in fact. The nations 
which made peace are all at war somewhere in the 
world. 


A foreign policy which begins with refusal to 
recognize a fact when it exists can proceed to any 
extravagance, and that is precisely what the Wilson 
policy daes. It does so because it wants to consider 
the policy of the United States as wholly related 
to the past and not as related to the future. 


Mr. Wilson insists that the war should be regard- 
ed as continuing in order that the league of nations 
should be viewed as a means of ending that war. 
‘Thus as an instrument of peace it seems to promise 
a continuance of usefulness, the proof proceeding 
from a fiction and not from a fact. 

Harding would sweep these fictions out of the 
way and the United States would proceed from 
a clean start to make its international relations 
with regard to the,future. Mr. Wilson is still fight- 
ing the war which has stopped. Mr. Harding wants 
to avoid the next one. 


The position of the United States with is 
to Germany is one in which a nation seldom finds 
itself. We never did in a foreign war before. This 
position reveals the single object which the United 
States had in the war. That object was to pro- 
mote its own security. 


There are no boundaries to fix. iene: are no in- 
demnities to determine. There is no question of 
how much of this or Row much of that is to be ob- 
tained. There is only the question’ of restoring 
property rights and trade from a military to a civil 
basis. Everything is done virtually except to rec- 
ognize that it has been done. 


The delay of that recognition keeps our domestic 
laws on stilts and it enables the continuance of 
war power over civil rights. The situation is in- 
herently bad and Harding says it will be cleared up 
as soon as congress will act on his recommenda- 
tions.

N America we are in the midst of 
the healthiest season in our history.

According to a report of the United 
States census office in the week of July 
10, there were twenty-one American 
cities with a death rate of less thari ten 
per 1,000 in a list of fifty-four cities with 
a total population of more than 25,000,- 
000. Fifteen years ago the healthier 
cities of this list boasted when their 
death rates fell much below the weet 
rates given in this list. 

Every one recognized. the fact that 
however mutch society has gone back- 
ward in the last few years in some direc- 
tions, it has gained in health promo- 
tion. When we come to the explanation 
of the improvement, the theories are not 
always in exact accord. An English 

thority ascribes it to irhprovement in 
wages. It is the undue amount of sick- 


which keeps the death rates high. Give 
these people more wages and some of 
the increase is spent for better, cleaner 
homes, bathtubs, more soap and water, 
better food and more of it, and more 
time in the open air. 
Dr. George A. Soper has a closely 
allied, but at the same time a somewhat 
different .explanation. Parenthetically, 
Dr. Soper was the discoverer of Typhoid 
Mary, did much to bring typhoid fever 
under control by spreading the doctrine 
that much typhoid is spread by carriers, 
and lately has had an extensive army 
experience. 
Dr. Soper says that with the excep- 
tion of pneumonia we do not have any 
old fashioned disease. Should typhus, 
cholera, or plague get into this country 
they would not spread, and we need not 
be afraid. There ts no longer old fash- 
ioned scarlet fever, measles, or diph- 
theria, 
The iideremens in typhold fever and 
the diarrhea rate among babies has been 
greater still. The very great improve- 
pi toward eliminating smalipox is 

e to vaccination and some of the im-

TO JOIN BRITISH. 

Quincy, Tll., July 26.—[Friend of the 
Soldier.J—Where can I find out what 
the British law requires of an American 
citizen who wishes to serve in the Brit- 
ish forces? 

Does joining the British forces make 
an American citizen an alien to the 
United States? B. 

Requirements for serving in the British 
forces may be learned by g an in- 
quiry to the Military Atta@ié at the British 
Embassy, Washington, D. C. 

In peace times, if an American citizen 
should join the British forces, therein tak- 
allegiance to the British flag, and fore- 
swearing alleciance to the United States, he 
loses his United States citizenship. 

However, in time of war, it is not possible 
for an American citizen to thus expatriate 
himself. If the man whom you have in 
mind joins the British forces at this time, 
or before peace is declared, he will join un- 
der the war time provision.

NSLAVED ™ is the title of John Masefield’s new volume of poetry, a 
peculiarly appropriate title in a metaphorical sense, for, even more 
than in his youth, John Masefield is enslaved’ by beauty. The long 
narrative poem which gives the name to the volume is the epic of a 
medieval love which took its victims into slavery and out again into the joy of 
freedom and the hawthorn blossom of Maytime. | 
It is the old English ballad made gracious by a beauty of obsefvation. The 

ballad in its early form was merely a 'statementiof facts. In Maselield’s hands 
it becomes a chronicle of vibrant life. There is something just ‘a little sad 
about this volume, something less of the fire of youth, of the surge of the sea 
fever, something more of the: peace of old aye and the comfort of a hearth. 
The spirit of the entire volume is essenced in “On Growing Old,” one of the 
most beautiful poems which John Masefield ever wrote, a plea for the memory 
of the beauty of fire from the beauty of embers, Two stanzas ‘of the lovely

Gardening Class 


The summer school of the Chicago 
Normal college, which had the largest 
enrollment of any previous year, will 
close tomorrow. Five hundred and 
eighty-two teachers and principals, 
nearly all Chicagoans, attended the five 
weeks’ course. 


It takes from twenty to thirty years 
to make a perfect teacher, according to 
Superintendent of Schools Mortenson, 
who spoke at the closing exercises yes- 
terday. Supt. Mortenson said that to 
keep really fit a teacher should take 
special courses every year. 

Mortenson declared thal pupils 
of today did not seem as bright as those 
of twenty years ago, because only a

ago never.completed the eighth grade. 


Consequently common school gradu- 
ates and high school students were 
nearly all bright. Today, he said, prac- 
tically all grade school graduates go 
into the high schools.

sented with the same evidence would 
have exonerated Kittredge as we did. 

“There was no evidence to show 
that Kittredge was intoxicated, as pre- 
viously charged.

Then he charged 
that the city levied still more taxes 
to pay interest on judgments, which 
had already been paid by the bonds. 

But better perhaps would be Struck- 
mann’s own phraseology. Part of his 
argument reads: — 

“Then what did they do? The tes- 
timony here showed that they didn’t 
pay this $495,000 out of the taxes lev- 
ied. They issue bonds and take the 
proceeds of those bonds and pay in- 
terest with it that is there appropriat- 
ed. And they have levied taxes to 
pay those bonds as the principal and 
interest become due; and we, as tax- 
payers, are going to pay taxes to meet 
the principal and interest on these 
bonds, the principal of which was used 
to pay this interest (on judgments). 
And now not only are they taxing us 
for this interest by way of a bond 
issue, but they are also taxing us for 
this interest by way of direct taxes. 
They are collecting twice to pay that 
interest that they are paying on these 
judgments.” 

Plan Appeals to Supreme Court. 

‘Judge Hoover has made no comment 
upon this contention. He has said, 
however, that the other points raised 
by the objectors to this tax levy are 
insufficient. Accordingly he has over- 
ruled the objections. 

But that does not satisfy Struck- 
mann. He still contends that the 
more than $400,000 assessed was illegal 
and said yesterday that he will appeal 
to the Supreme court. 

Robert N. Holt of Landon & Holt, 
attorneys, is also going to the 5Su- 
preme court on the same contentions 
for other tax objectors. 


Merits of Judgment Menaced. 

The merits of the judgments have 
not have investigated by the court and 
attorneys. Struckmann said at one 
point that he was not interested in 
the application of the funds. He added 
that if the money had been “ used to 
buy green apples” it would not make 
a particle of difference in the court ac- 
tion pending.

The charm of fishing with those 
floating bass bugs lies in the visible 
or audible strike. We say “ audible” 
because in the roily water you hear, 
rather than see, the rise of your fish, 
and if you do not strike with lightning 
speed the old speed boy will be back 
in his lair chuckling—if bass know 
how to chuckle—while you are won- 
dering what son-of-a-hellbender threw 
that depth mb! Bass often hook 
themselves on‘ “sunk "flies, but’ they 
seldom do on the floaters. Fishing 
with them is a game that puts a pre- 
mium on skill. . 


There are seven varie‘ies of fishes in 
the upper Mississippi that commonly 
rise to flies. Besides the small mouthed 
bass, the king of them all, you may 
take large mouthed bass, pickerel, wa!! 
eyes, white bass, skipjack, and moon- 
eye. | 

You get the big mouths and pickerel 
in the quieter water, but when yow get 
them out in the swift places, while 
playing them, they put up a pretty 
fight. Often they have great weight to 
help them in the battle. Hawley New- 
kirk took a pickerel on the big river 
that weighed nineteen pounds. I doffs 
me lid to any man who can land a nine- 
teen pound ‘ pick” on a fly rod in that 
swift water. 


Striking a school of white bass in 
a feeding mood, the fly fisherman is 
assured a busy time while it lasts. 
Ordinarily they do not run big, but 
they are lively, and once in a while 
you hook a dig one of two pounds or 
so, when yow will have a pleasant sur- 
prise, as they are gamier than is gen- 
erally supposed. Fred Pect took one 
last September at Minneiska thar 
weighed four and a half pounds, which 
is the largest one I have heard of, 
and he took it on a floating fly. 

* 


Skipjacks and mooneyes are closely 
allied to the herrings; in fact, they are 
sometimes classified as toothed her 
rings. They rise willingly to flies and 
strike with remarkable quickness. To 
catch them consistently requires what 
the Scotch call “a canny wrist,” as 
they let go the instant they discover 
that the fly is not edible. I have caught 
them weighing over a pound and doubt 
if they ever exceed two pounds. Their 
liveliness makes up for their small size.

A full breath must be taken tnhal-

yards. Beginners should breathe on - 


every complete stroke. A good way for 
beginners to learn this breathing is to 


do “bobbing.” which is to stand on - 


bottom, hang on to a rail, and take &@ 
deep breath through mouth; then sub- 
merge face and begin exhaling until 
lungs are nearly empty. Then raise 
the face just as you finish your ex: 
hale. Take a new breath and then re 
peat. Five or ten minutes a day for 
the week should perfect one in the 
breathing. Inhaling may be done in 
this stroke either on right or left side. 
Choose the most natural. 
“A pair of water w'ngs fs valuable 
te a beginner on any stroke,” says 
Tom Robinson, swimming instructor 
at Northwestern university, to whom 
I am indebted for these swimming in- 
structions. “ You can coérdinate your 
strokes while your wings are holding 
you up. Beginners in using water 
wings should wade out to water just 
above the waist, place wings across 
chest, face the shore, and start. Never 
swim away from shore with wings on.” 
Another point for beginners urged 
by Mr. Robinson is, “Don’t walk around 
with hands over head or over water. 
You can balance yourself with hands 
under water if you stepped into a hole 
or beyond your depth.” Foran average 
healthy person forty-five minutes is 
about the right time to remain in the 
water, but for a delicate, thin child or 
grown person twenty minutes. For a 
fat child or grownup one hour I{s bene- 
ficial, because there is heat supply 
enough in their fat to keep them 
warm. It is the absence of this that 
makes the thin, underdeveloped person 
find the water not so enjoyable. Four 
times a week is as frequent as any one 
should go swimming unless it is in salt 
water.

A dis- 
tinct saving can often be made by buy- 
ing these remnants if one is 
with the lengths reavinpe so there will

The long seams of be 
stitched on the machine, but the felling 
down of these seams shouldbe done by 

jrand. Hems look best-whenm. done by 


the same way. Lace re should 
not be fulled on, but held easily in the 
hand and overhanded on, always hold- 
ing the edge next to you. This eases it 
sufficiently. 

Nearly all insertion used in lingerie 
comes with a thread in each edge that 
can be pulled up. In this way the lace 
can be made to take any desired line. 


In basting thie insertion on curved | 


lines, always baste first on the outer 
edge of the curve, then the opposite 
edge of the lace can be pulled up to fit. 

The lace should be basted down on 
both edges, then hemmed to the ma- 


terial. After this the material is cut 


away on the wrong side, leaving a one 
half inch margin. These edges can 
be finished in rolled hems, or the edgs 
turned sharply back and a fine over- 
handing stitch used through both the 
folded edge of the cloth and the edge 
of the insertion. The stitches must 
not be drawn too tight, but must be 
small and taken close together, and 
when the work is smoothed out it is 
almost impossible: to see how it was 
set in. 

Sometimes where insertion is set in 
fn straight lines, an added decoration 
can be made by drawing curved lines 

lover's knots, etc., and outlining 
lines in the finest possible single 


‘on these garments, rather than any 


feather stitch. French knots also are 
used. 

Plain or dotted footing is effective 
when sewed to the material and used 
to’ draw ribbon through. 

When ruffies of any kind are to be 
used, the edge should be rolled and the 
ruffie whipped on by hand. If this 
work is not easy to us, practice on a 
separate pieceiof cloth. Start rolling}. 
at the right hand end of the material, 
and roll the cloth just enough to cover 
the edge well. Roll about one inch at 
a time, taking the stitches on a slight 
slant, and over and over, not catching 
in the roll at any time. Pull the gath- 
ers up about every inch or an inch 
and a half. Then they can be let out 
and the fullness evenly adjusted after 
the length has been finished. - |

Death of Mrs. John C. Black. 


The suddent death from apoplexy a 
week ago in Vichy, France, of Mrs. 
John C. Black was a great shock to 
her many friends. She left Chicago 
late in May, apparently in excellent 
health. She joined her friend, Mrs. 
Berlin, in New York and sailed with 
her to France. Mrs. Black’s last stay 
in Paris was in 1914, when she and 
her husband (who died a year and a 
half ago) were among those Americans 
caught in the outskirts of the mael- 
strom of the war. In the hurried 
flight from there they were obliged to 
leave behind them some valuable pos- 
sessions, such as furniture and jewels. 
It was to assemble and bring these 
home that Mrs. Black went abroad in 
June. 


She was a noted collector of rare 
and beautiful things, brocades; bric-&- 
brac, and pictures. Just what will be- 
come of these is a matter of; interest 
to those who knew her, for her belong- 
ings ‘and handsome home on West 
Walton place were the setting for a 
ch hospitality whighy will’ he- 
embered. She was singularly 
alone in the world after the death of 
her husband, as, except for a nephew 
of the latter, it is said that neither she 
nor Mr. Black had any relative living. 


The Blacks had lived in their house 
for over forty years when she sold it 
last spring. Forty years is a long time 
in Chicago. When they built it Robert 
Collyer was preaching in the Unity 
church opposite. Dr. and Mrs, R. N. 
Isham and their four children lived 
next door to the left. The’old Mahlon 
D. Ogden house, sole relic of the great 
fire, was still standing in its grove of 
elms near by, where now the Newberry 
library, presides over the leisure class 
that spends these summer days in 
what used to be called Washington 
park. 

The Wheelers, Larrabees, and Burkes 
dwelt to the east of the Blacks on the 
same block, while across the street the 
Henry.. Huntingtons, so well known 
once, so forgotten now, used to enter- 
tain the intellectually élite of their 
day. Those times and people seem as 
remote as the times of King William 
and Queen Adelaide of blessed Cran- 
ford mem ry.

As the earth pursues its journey in 


its orbit the polar line assumes all th 
positions in regular order, and the 


sult is spring,; summer, autumn, and 
winter in the northern hemisphere and 
autumn, winter, spring, and summer 


in the southern. 


The earth is 3,500,000,000 miles near- 
er the sun in January than in July, 
and in consequence our northern sum- 
mers are cooler than they would other- 
wise be, while the southern summers: 
are hotter. The same thing is true on 
Mars, but to an even greater degree, 
because the eccentricity of Mars’ orbit 


is greater than the earth's. 


The earth is not the only planet 


which has seasons. Winter and sum- 


mer .on Mars are very plain to see. 
That. planet experiences great changes 
of climate, and the weather there 
would be even more unendurable from 
our viewpoint because the year there 
is dlmost two of our years long, with 
something over five 


each season 
months in length. 


Little Mercury, the planet 


the sun, does not rotate like the earth, 
but it has seasons, too. Its orbit is so 
much elongated that the changes in the 
sun’s heat, due to differences in dis- 
It runs. through 
changes of winter weather as hot as 
Steam to a summer as hot as melted 
lead every eighty-eight days, for that | 
is the length of a year on that world.

It will probably be found that the 
new car consumes more gasoline than 
had been expected from the agent’s 
talk.

The wood@wheels with which the 
average car are equipped need little 
attention, but there are certain sma? 
formalities that must bé attended to 
if the part is to go on doing its strenu- 
ous duty. ‘The : pokes must be tight- 
ened and the wood be given protéction 
at least twice every year. Paint and 
varnish protect the wood against the 
entrance water, which will rot it. 
Where the paint chips off the wood 


was made up into a wheel. Spook 
looseness on cheap wheels may be gen- 
erally obviated by giving the wood 
proper treatment. If the spokes do 
become loose at the felloe or hub they 
may be tightened by the use of wedges. 
In the case of rear wheels the brake. 
drum bolts are rarely if ever given 
any care, yet these bolts do strenuous 
service; they ought to be tightened 
whenever opportunity offers. Hub 
bolts in front, if tightened, will never 
give trouble through spoke looseness, 
which in turn will produce squeaking. 
| 

When the: e temperature rises 
to 60 degrees more the carburetor 
choke is useful only in starting. If a 
spring such as is used on pedals or 
brake rods is attached-from the choke 
handle to the dash or cowl frame dur- 
ing hot weather this. control ‘will re- 
turn to norma! position automatically. 
This not only--saves gas but tends to 
reduce the formation of carbon de- 
posits. 

The screw driver is not 
adapted to all classes of work.
